HONG KONG, May 14.— Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, president of 
the 
South 
China government, is dead. 
Few if any statesmen, past or 
present, have known more ups and 
downs, more victories and defeats, 
more loyalty Or more treachery, than 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen, the first provis­ 
ional president of China, frequently 
called “the Father of the Republic” 
and often referred to as the “George 
Washington of the Far East.” 
The name of Dr. Sun first be­ 
gan to appear in newspapers of the 
Western world back in the late 80’s, 
when his vigorous pronouncements 
against his arch-enemies, the dynas­ 
tic Manchu Emperors of China, at­ 
tracted some slight attention. He 
was then living in the Hawaiian 
islands vijth his widowed mother, 
vrho had migrated to Honolulu" with 
her husband, an agent of a Chris­ 
tian mission, when Sun Yat Sen was 
an infant. 
Since 1895, however, 
when he essayed the first of his 
many revolutions, his name has be­ 
come almost as well known to the 
Occident as it is to 4he 400 million 
Chinese nationals on behalf of whom 
he spent a lifetime of unremitting 
hardship and constant danger. 
Dr. Sun was twice named to the 
highest constitutional office in China 
—the first time in the Fail of 1912, 
when he was proclaimed the first 
provisional president of the Chinese 
Republic, and again in May, 1921, 
when he was proclaimed the first 
provisional president of the Chinese 
Republic, and again in May, 1921, 
when he was elected President of 
all China. 
Preceding his first election the 
Chinese people, rising in their wrath 
against centuries of bad government 
under the monarchial Manchu and 
previous dynasties, overthrew the 
existing government and set up a 
republic, naming as president Dr. 
Sun, who was understood to have 
engineered the 
uprising. 
All of 
South China and most of the Yang- 
tse provinces were thus brought un­ 
der a single banner emblazoned with 
the principles of republicanism. 
Establishes Government 
The strongest man in North China 
at that time was Yuan Shih-kai, 
Governor of Chi-li Province. Determ­ 
ined that the country should be uni 
ted unc^er one leader, Dr. Sun, after 
establishing what might be termed 
an experimental government in the 
South, resigned in favor of Yuan 
Shih-kai. This marked the begin 
ning of the end as far as Sun s in­ 
fant republic was concerned, for 
while Yuan Shih-kai 
was 
strong 
enough to guide the ship of state, 
he likewise had personal ambitions 
centered in a new dynasty. 
Having tasted constitutional free­ 
dom, the masses were in no temper 
to countenance monarchistic aspira­ 
tions, whereupon they soon over­ 
turned the rule of Yuan and elected 
a successor. For 
the 
next seven 
years, including the period covered 
by the World war, China was to 
all appearances a Republic, with a 
President, a Cabinet and a Parlia­ 
ment in Peking. Actually, she was 
an oligarchy, ruled by a group of 
war-lords, each with his persona) 
army in control of his own province. 
These combinations of military lead 
era became so powerful that they 
openly defied the Peking govern­ 
ment, which became a mockery. 
Meanwhile, it had become impos­ 
sible for Dr. Sun to remain in China. 
He made a sensational escape to 
Japan—he had done the same thing 
several times before, and settled 
down to gather together the threads 
of his lost cause and awalt patiently 
the time when he would again be 
ready to act In the interest of the 
republic. 
This opportunity eluded him until 
the late summer of 1921. when the

MEET AT PONCA CITY 
The Music Federation of Okla­ 
homa wll hold its annual meeting] 
at Ponca City next week. A large 
attendance of delegates from all 
parts of the state is exacted. At 
least four or five will go from Ada. 
Speaking 
of 
the 
purpose 
and 
work of musical federations, Paul 
Kempf, editor of the Musician, New 
York, says: 
“The whole purpose underlying 
the federation of all music clubs 
in the United States is so admir­ 
able and so promising in its scope 
and future possibilities that one 
would hardly deem it necessary to 
make propaganda for it. In a cor­ 
respondence with musical persons 
residing in all parts of the country 
—extending over a period of near­ 
ly twenty years— I have often been 
impressed by the fact that many 
serious women, belonging to musi­ 
cal clubs in their home towns, have 
been groping in the dark in their 
efforts to organize local 
musical 
effort. In the preparation of musical 
programs, in the designing of prac­ 
tical musical help for their fellow 
or sister members, in the direction 
of all manner of musical enterprises 
they have in the past had no au­ 
thority to whom they could turn for 
guidance and 
constructive 
help. 
They, themselves, were probably the

you and your associates have set 
before you which, I understand, is 
now successfully in operation, of­

You are placing at the 
disposal of the smallest and most

Todav marks another anniversary of the gathering of 
the convention that drafted the American constitution. 
The 
convention was called for the purpose of revising the loose 
articles of confederation under which the thirteen states had 
tried to function but the men who composed the convention 
soon became convinced that if a stable government were 
established thit it would be necessary to go much farther and 
the result was the constitution. 
This was drawn up and sub­ 
mitted to the states. 
Each state was free to enter the new 
union or stay out just as it chose. 
It was provided that when

Ratification was not 
brought about without difficulty in some states. 
Various ob­ 
jections were raised and North Carolina and Rhode Island 
did not join the union until after Washington had been in the 
presidential chair for a year or more. 
In Virginia PatVick 
Henry fiercely opposed ratification, contending that the fed­ 
eral judiciary was not sufficiently curbed and predicted that 
in time it would usurp the functions of other departments, a 
foreboding that has been partially verified. 
However, with 
V» ashington, Madison, Jefferson and other leaders arrayed 
in favor of ratification, Henry lost his battle and Virginia 
became one of the original states in the new union. 
The 
constitution has been frequently amended since it was written 
and many interpretations far different from what the authors 
intended have been placed upon it, but it still survives and 
although occasionally some man suggests the need of a new 
constitution to meet changing conditions, no one has made any 
headway in this direction.
